EXPORT TRADE CONTROL 

Sub: Export Policy of wood and timber for the period April 

1978—March, 1979. 

F. No. 6/1/78-E-I:—Attention is invited to S.No. 33 of Part A 
and S.No. 60 of Part B of Schedule I to E(C)0,1977. The export 
of wood and timber will be regulated in the manner Indicated 
in the following paragraphs. 

2. For the purpose of Export Policy of Wood and Timber, 
the following definitions will be adopted: 

(i) Timber means logs, rough squared or in the round 
including stumps; 

(ii) Stump means the base of a tree and its roots left in the 
ground after felling; 

(iii) Sawn timber means, beams, planks, reepers, rafters, 
fence posts or poles, sleepers or scantlings fashioned 
from timber, whether seasoned or not, in the round 
or dressed conditions, whatever be the manner of sawing 
as laid down in the Indian Standards Specification No. 
707-1776; 

(iv) Processed timber will include veneer or veneer based 
products, namely, plywood, chip board, fibre board. 
Veneer is defined as sliced, peeled or sawn sheet of 
timber with thickness not exceeding 6 mm. Other 
processed timber will include standard door and win¬ 
dow frames and knocked down parts of furniture; and 

(v) Burrs are protruberanccs on the base or trunk of a troe 
caused by physical injury or by insect of fungal infection. 

3. Timber for the purpose of export would mean that with 
midgirth or perimeter not less than 90 cm. and length of one 
metre and above.

3.1 Export of the following species will be allowed freely 
by the licensing authorities by licensing endorsements on presen¬ 
tation of the shipping bills/Land Customs Appendices:

3.2 ROSEWOOD 

(In logs and sawn sizes)—Policy has 


already been announced. 


3.3 Dipterocarpus (Gurjan):—Timber of Andaman and 
Nicobar origin in log form will be allowed to be exported on 
production of a No Objection Certificate * from the Chief Con¬ 
servator of Forests Andaman and Nicobar, to the effect that 
logs to be exported are surplus and will not be used by the Island 
and mainland Industries based on Gurjan. 

3.4 Walnut (Juglans regia) Walnut logs (Juglans regia) 
other than burrs and stumps will be allowed for export on pro¬ 
duction of a ‘No Objection Certificate ’ * from the Chief Con¬ 
servator of Forests concerned, to the effect that the quantity 
to be exported is in surplus, after meeting the requirements of 
local industries. 

3.5 Red Sanders (Petrocarpus Santalinus) ;—Export will 
be allowed within a ceiling of 1,000 cubic metres on “first-come, 
first-served” basis and on production of certificate of origin*. 
Export of redsanders powder will however, be allowed freely 
by regional licensing authorities without any quantative restric¬ 
tions on presentation of shipping bills/Land Customs Appendices. 

3.6 Sandal Wood :—Export will be allowed within a ceiling 
of 1,000 Cubic Metres on "first-come, first served" basis. Export 
of Sandal wood chips and powder will, however, be allowed 
freely by regional Licensing authorities without any quanti¬ 
tative restriction on presentation of Shipping bills/Land Customs 
appendices. 

Note : * The relevant 'Certificate of origin’ or ‘No Objection 
Certificate’ need not necessarily be signed by the Chief 
Conservator of Forest of the State or the Union 
Territory, himself. It may be signed by any officer 
of the Forest Deptt. competent to issue such a 
certificate under the relevant State or Central Statute 
applicable to the particular consignment, along with 
the official seal of such an officer. The certi¬ 
ficate should be in the form generally prescribed under 
the Government rules and procedure of the (issuing) 
State or the Union Territory. 
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4. Sawn Timber : 

4.1 Sawn timbor exceeding crores sectional dimensions of 
300 sq. cm. shall not be allowed to be exported. 

4.2 Sawn timber of any of the following species shall not 
be allowed to be exported, irrespective of the cross sectional 
dimensions 

(i) Sawn burrs and stumps of Acccrspp. (Maple); 

(ii) Bombax malabaricum (Scmal); 

(Hi) Morusspp (Mulberry) ; and 

(Iv) Terminalia myriocerpa (Hollock), 

4.3 Export of Sawn timber of the following species shall 
bo regulated- as -shown against each :— 

(1) Tcakwood-Policy will be announced separately 

(li) Softwood (namely, Chir & Deodar) Policy will be anno¬ 
unced separately. 

5. Processed Timber : All processed timber irrespective of 
the species and origin will be allowed for export freely by the

regional licensing authorities without any quantitative restriction 
on presentation of shipping bill (s)/Land Customs appendices. 


6. Any other Item : 

6.1 In case of any other items, export will be considered 
“on merits”. These applications should be submitted direct 
to tho Chief Controller of Imports and Exports (Export 
Division) with complete details. 

7. Railway Sleepors Notwithstanding the provision 
contained in the above paragraphs, export of sleepers of any 
species of timber shall not be allowed except to the extent and 
for the species which Indian Railways agree to. Applications 
will be considered ‘on merits’. These applications should be 
submitted direct to the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports 
(Export Division) with complete details.
